Their many activities included 
the Chicken Barbecue and Rodeo, leadership contests, Christmas tree sales and judging contests , such 
as land judging and livestock judging. 

The annual Chicken Barbecue and Rodeo, and the Christmas tree sales were our fund-raising projects. 
The Chicken Barbecue and Rodeo held on Labor Day required planning and work all during the summer. Some 
work is being done already for the next event. For the Christmas tree sales, the boys cut 400 trees and 
hauled them to Yale to be sold, Many of the boys came home with cold fingers and cold feet as a reward for 
selling trees. This year the boys had the old school bus up at the lot with a stove in it, to make the many 
hours of selling more comfortable.
